USE OFNAMES 


LONDON, March 7.—It appears 
from a debate in the house of 
lords th at the writing of novels Is 
mere child’» play compared with 
the naming of the characters. 
E n­ 
glish authors, It would seem, are 
at their wits’ ends for names that 
are a t once realistic and safe. 
The debate arose 
w’hen 
Lord 
Gorell Introduced a bill to amend 
the law of libel with a view to 
stopping w hat he called “an Insid­ 
ious and mean form of blackmail” 
against innocent novelists. 
There 
is a growing practice, he 
said, 
among the reading public to mulct 
authors by libel suits or threats of 
suit» when names of characters 
happen to correspond 
with 
the 
names of real persons. 
Lord Gorell pointed out that it 
w as 
impossible 
for 
authors to 
avoid the risk. 
If they followed 
Bunyan’s practice 
and 
wrote a 
romance about “Miss Mercy” the 
readers would speedily be alien­ 
ated. 
If they went to the other 
extreme and wrote of Tom Jones 
or John Brown the novelists would 
lay themselves open to enormous 
numbers of small actions. 
One 
author coined the name “Thermyn 
Bradvia" and thought he was safe, 
but the impossible happened. 
A 
living being turned up and proved 
indisputably that his name was 
Thermyn Bradvia. 
Lord Sumer called attention to 
N at Gould’s habit of drawing his 
characters’ names 
out of B rad­ 
shaw. 
Such names as “Sir Lam ­ 
beth Bridge” or, for an American 
example, "Mr. M anhattan T rans­ 
fer" resulted. 
Even this Ingenious device, how­ 
ever, isn’t proof against libel ac­ 
tions. 
An author, 
for 
instance, 
might feel perfectly secure In call­ 
ing his hero Mr. Tattenham Cor­ 
ner, which Is the name of a fam ­ 
ous 
curve 
on 
the 
Epsom 
race 
course, where the 
Derby is run. 
Yet several years ago an Ameri­ 
can wrote to the Epsom town clerk 
wanting to know how the Derby 
curve happened to be named after 
him. 
The American was Mr. T at­ 
tenham Corner.

claims, 
gas 
tax 
Increases 
and special commissions. 
Now it appears that the budget 
will not be signed by the gover­ 
nor until both houses dispose of 
the new revenue legislation design­ 
ed to preserve at least $3.000,000 of 
the $12.000,000 estim ated revenues 
that were jeopardized by decisions 
of the state and federal supreme 
courts. 
It m ay he possible for these new 
revenue 
measures 
to 
be 
shot 
through each house in one day, by 
suspension of the provision of the 
constitution that requires each bill 
shall he read on three separate 
days 
before 
passage 
in 
either 
house. 
A two-thirds vote Is necessary to 
suspend 
the constitution, 
and 
a 
two-thirds 
vote 
is 
necessary 
to 
pass the bills raising the fran­ 
chise tax and repealing the 7 per 
cent tax on intangible securities. 
A dm inistration 
leaders 
have 
ex­ 
pressed their belief that this vote 
is In their hands In each house. 
Thus 
it 
is 
possible 
that 
these 
m easures m ay be reported out of 
com m ittees and passed not later 
than Friday and sent to the gov­ 
ernor. 
In that event signature on the 
budget 
bill 
and 
these 
revenue 
measures 
would 
be 
forthcoming 
and then the other matters could 
slide through. 
Then the resolution 
to adjourn not less than 14 days 
later might be presented, 
which 
would mean adjournment In the 
week of April 25. 
This presages the utm ost possi­ 
ble speed in legislation and

W ith such surveys as 
a basis, Dr. Aronovici draws up 
his maps and plans, which are 
submitted to the planning commis­ 
sion, then to the city council and 
general public. As maps and plans 
are completed or tentatively drawn 
up, they are placed on exhibit in 
the city engineer’s office, and or­ 
dinances 
are recommended 
pro­ 
viding for ways and means of m ak­ 
ing necessary changes. 
The maps, plans and ordinances 
cover many and varied subjects, 
such as zoning, street improve­ 
ments, set-backs and widenings, 
new 
street 
openings, 
play 
and 
recreational center plans, traffic 
regulation, civic center plans, park­ 
ways and tree planting. 
But the 
fundamental purpose in every case 
is the same—to look ahead; and

OF REUGION EDUCATION BODY 
IN SANTA ANA IS REVEALED 


Creation of a corps of woU-trained teachers, capable of impàrttof 
reKfious instruction to children of the elementary and intermediate 
grades, to bs available for service in the community at such time as 
may bo advisable to establish week-day religious schools to tho com­ 
munity, is one of the principal objectives of tho proposed organisation 
of a council of religions education in the city of Santa Ana, inquiries 
today revealed. 
According to m inisters sponsor-^ 
ing the movement, the organiza­ 
tion should be directly representa­ 
tive of the co-operating denomina­ 
tions end other forces interested 
in religious education and moral 
training. 
Stress is laid on the 
fact that 
representatives to the 
council from the church congre­ 
gations should be selected because 
of their training and experience in 
the field of religious education and 
of their particular interest In the 
work. 
Others, because of particu­ 
lar fitnesa, 
may be selected at 
large. 
In line with this policy, the pro- 
poeed council should be composed 
of 
educationally-minded 
people 
with a primary interest In religi­ 
ous education, w ith freedom 
to

Such a council, It was suggest­ 
ed, should have the fullest degree

I ten years ago when, with curiously mixed emotions, 
Americans read that their country was at war. 
That day marked the end of an epoch in our his­ 
tory, although we did not realize it at the time. j 
America, as a nation, ceased to be an untried young­ 
ster, and vaulted, in a remarkably short time, to the 
, foremost position among the powers of the earth. We 
I are not now what we were before April, 1917, and we 
; never can he; we are separated from the pre-war days 
• by far more than ten short years. 
The war left Europe “bled white.” 
The task of 
shaping the world’s destiny passed across the Atlantic 
and came to America. Power such as no nation ever 
held before is now ours. 
With the power has come responsibility. 
It was 
said fcmg, long ago that much will be expected from 
him to whom much is given; that remark is as true 
today «s when it was first uttered. 
So perhaps the end of this decade might he a good 
time for us to take stock of ourselves, of our pur­ 
poses and of our future. 
Not infrequently you will hear people say that the 
war wa» a tragic mistake and that the aims for 
which it was fought have all failed. 
That is not true. 
W hether it ever will he true depends on us.

If we forget that we are living in a changed world; 
; if we ignore our responsibilities and try to get along 
II in the old, happy-go-lucky manner; if we lose sight 
I of the lessons the last ten years have taught us—then, 
indeed, it may be that the terrible sacrifices of the 
I war will have been in vain.
